Yer first taste of tyre squealin’, hot tarmac action 


Where the rallying really starts. Europe's the course for the beginner. Cut 
yer teeth on tons of gas guzzling straights and corners that'll leave your 
car puffing and wheezing as it crosses the line. 

Here's how to smash the opposition and take the flag... 


A It's a rolling start, so 
don't wait on the line. 
► Don't worry about 
the first bend, but 
brake hard to take the 
next, which is a sharp 
left turn. 


^ The cobbles can be tricky. They look a 
cinch, but hit the bend too fast and you'll 
soon wish you hadn't.
